Radical plan is launched to tackle poor air quality 

CRACKDOWN 
ON POLLUTION 


A RADICAL plan to clean up the 
air in North Oxfordshire has been 
launched as it was revealed two 
areas in Banbury breach nitrogen 
dioxide target limits. 

The Air Quality Action Plan (AQAP) 
was approved by Cherwell District 
Council’s executive this month after a 
public consultation. 

It aims to strengthen local policy to 
improve air quality, encouraging lower- 
emission vehicles, zero-carbon develop¬ 
ments and fewer private cars. 

According to Cherwell, Hennef Way in 
Banbury is the worst place for air pollu¬ 
tion in the district, with Horsefair and 
North Bar also breaching guidelines. 

Report author Sean Gregory of the 
council’s environmental protection de¬ 
partment said: “Air pollution is associ¬ 
ated with a number of adverse health 
impacts. 

“It particularly affects the most vul¬ 
nerable in society; children and older 
people, and those with heart and lung 
conditions. 

“The annual health cost to society of 
the impacts of particulate matter alone 
in the UK is estimated to be around 
£16bn.” 

In 2010, it was calculated that 5.6 per 
cent of all deaths in Oxfordshire could

be partially attributed to air pollution, 
slightly above average in England. 

Then in 2014 Public Health England 
estimated that 276 deaths in the county 
that year could be attributed to long¬ 
term exposure to dirty air. 

The government target for N02 is 40 
micrograms per cubic metre of air, a 
target missed by both Hennef Way at 
59.8ug/m3 and Horsefair at 40.9ug/m3. 

On Hennef Way, Mr Gregory added: 
“Cars are the main contributor (38 per 
cent) to this N02 concentration.” 

To combat the problem the AQAP 
aims to boosts sustainable forms of 
transport, such as walking and cy¬ 
cling, by extending green infrastruc¬ 
ture links. 

It includes measures to promote rail 
transport, low emission taxis, and to 
back awareness-raising campaigns. 

All major developments must in¬ 
clude ‘emission statements’ and 
achieve a BREEAM rating, the world’s 
longest-established method of meas¬ 
uring a building’s sustainability, of 
‘Very Good’, meaning they are in the 
top 25 per cent for good practice. 

Jackie Fitzsimons, Cherwell’s pub- 
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lie protection manager, said: “It is vital 
that as the district grows we take steps 
to mitigate the effects of emissions 
which exceed safe limits. 

“We cannot pretend that all of the 
solutions to the problems of air pollu¬ 
tion lie within the remit of the district 
council. 

“However, what comes through in the 
Air Quality Action Plan is Cherwell’s 
commitment to doing everything it 
can to work with partners at Oxford¬ 
shire County Council to promote sus¬ 
tainable transport solutions, and with 
other agencies which can help us effect 
change.” 

A total of 89 homes lie within the af¬ 
fected zones in Banbury.

A NEW approach to tackling litter 
nationally is hoped will help cut the 
£1.5m spent on clearing rubbish in North 
Oxfordshire. 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis has 
welcomed the first national Litter 
Strategy that was announced by 
government last week. 

Councils will be issued with new 
guidance on how to make it easier for 
communities to throw away rubbish. 

Mrs Prentis has said she hopes the new 
approach will help make North 
Oxfordshire a cleaner place to live and 
visit. 

She said: “Litter has long been an 
obsession of mine so I am very pleased 
to see the launch of the first Litter 
Strategy. 

“Given my role in organising Clean for 
the Queen last year and the Great British 
Spring Clean, which took place last 
month, I am particularly glad to see a 
commitment to boosting participation in 
national clean-up days. 

“I have some exciting new projects in 
the pipeline focusing on disposable 
plastic bottles, and I hope that we will 
soon start to see a greater anti-littering 
culture.” 

The new strategy will look at setting up 
an ‘expert group’ to look at way of 
cutting litter including updating local bins 
and tackling problem areas including 
plastic bottles and fast food packaging. 

It currently costs more than £1.5m a 
year to keep Cherwell district clean. 

Mrs Prentis added: “I continue to work 
closely with groups such as Keep Britain 
Tidy and WRAP, and local businesses 
including Brita, to keep our local area as 
clean and pleasant as possible.”

Extra charges for extremely soiled vehicles 
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Blaze damages factory a day after car accident next door

FIRE engulfed a well-known Banbury factory just 
one day after a BMW ploughed into a building in 
the same road. 

Part of the Swan Foundry in Swan Close Road, 
opposite the entry slip-road to Morrisons, went up 
inflames shortly before 6.30pm on Tuesday. 

On Monday a BMW had smashed into the wall of 
Laser Sailboats next door. 

Swan Foundry quality assurance manager Chris 


Phillips said the fire had broken out in a small part 
of the business known as Prop Shop. 

He said: "There is no real damage to any other 
areas of the factors, which as far as it goes is good. 

"One small building has been badly damaged. It 
is the smallest area of the site. 

"We are still operational as usual. 

"It was quite strange coming just after the BMW 
incident next door. 


"They say bad luck comes in threes. I do not 
know who will get the third bit but hopefully it is 
not us." 

Three fire engines and eight firefighters were 
called to the scene to extinguish the blaze. 

On Monday one person in the BMW was taken 
for treatment at the Horton General Hospital after 
it ended up embedded in the wall. 

The incidents are not connected. 


Officers abandon 
probes into nearly 
300,000 offences 

THAMES Valley Police have 
abandoned early stage investigations 
into almost 300,000 crimes in the last 
four years. 

A Freedom of Information (FOI) 
request by the Liberal Democrats 
revealed the force, which covers Ox¬ 
fordshire, is dropping investigations 
because of a lack of evidence. 

Sexual offences, robbery, blackmail 
and arson are among those that have 
been dismissed at an early stage. 

The practice of screening out crimes, 
in which a force marks a case as re¬ 
quiring ‘no further action’, is growing. 

The data reveals that in 2016 only 
34,359 of reported crimes were inves¬ 
tigated, with 100,879 being screened 
out, whereas in 2015 32,670 crimes were 
investigated, with 95,182 being dis¬ 
missed. 

Lib Dem leader Tim Farron said the 
police were screening out crimes be¬ 
cause someone deemed them ‘too hard 
or impossible’ to solve. 

He added: “Behind this colossal fig¬ 
ure are victims who haven’t received 
justice. 

“This is unacceptable. 

“What shocked me was the amount 
of sex offences and even some weapons 
offences that had been screened out. 

“I hope that Thames Valley Police 
look at these cases again with some 
urgency.” 

In a further breakdown of the fig¬ 
ures, the FOI shows that in 2014, 2015 
and 2016 more than 2,000 sexual offenc¬ 
es crimes were screened out. 

More than 57,000 theft offences in 
2016 were also dismissed as were 20,355 
violent crimes against a person. 

Mr Farron added: “The police are do¬ 
ing a good job but these figures show 
starkly that choices are being made. 

“The thin blue line is getting even 
thinner due to Tory cuts to policing 
budgets. 

“Visible policing has all but disap¬ 
peared apart from our town centres, 
leaving many communities through¬ 
out Oxfordshire feeling unsafe. 

“This has to change.” 

Currently for 2017 out of 22,552 
reported crimes, 9,659 have been 
screened out. Thames Valley Police 
has been contacted for a comment.

Crime reporter MICHAEL RACE visited the 
Thames Valley Police Enquiry Centre in Kidlington 
to see the call handlers in action and find out what 
it’s like to be the first port of call in a 999 situation

IT’S a distinct beep in a call 
handler’s ear and they have 
no idea what is coming next. 

A 999 caller could be reporting 
anything from a burglary, a seri¬ 
ous assault or a person standing 
on the edge of a bridge threaten¬ 
ing to commit suicide. 

The phones at Thames Valley 
Police’s Enquiry Centre never 
stop ringing 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

But the skilled workforce of 
call handlers exert a sense of 
calmness, despite listening, re¬ 
cording and organising emer¬ 
gency response to members of 
the public across Oxfordshire in 
their hour of need. 

These unsung heroes have 
heard it all, and remarkably, as 
they invited the Oxford Mail into 
one of their enquiry centres in 
Kidlington, the 200-strong work¬ 
force appeared calm and col¬ 
lected - the complete opposite to 
most people on the other end of 
the line. 

Operational duty managers 
Lance Walker and Laura Har¬ 
wood oversee the centre based 
at Thames Valley Police’s North 
HQ. 

From April 2016 until February 
2017 this year, call handlers for 
Thames Valley Police received 
255,156 emergency 999 calls 
throughout the force area, as well 


as more than a million 101 calls 
over the same period. 

Mr Walker, who has worked for 
the force for 17 years, said the 
phone system directs each call, 
whether it be an emergency or 
not, to an available call handler 
with the specific skill set to deal 
with that specific situation. 

The operational duty manager 
added that staff go through an 
‘intense’ training course, and 
said an attraction for applicants 
was the unpredictably of what 
could be coming next. 

He said: “Are you going to be 
getting someone shoplifting, a 
burglary in a house or someone 
saying they want to commit sui¬ 
cide, or that they have been as¬ 
saulted? You do not know what 
the next is call is going to be.” 

Ms Harwood, who has worked 
in the force for 15 years, said she 
liked the daily challenge. 

She added: “You get asked a 


different question every single 
day. Every single day I have to re¬ 
search to find things out. 

“You never stop learning. You 
cannot get bored. It’s always that 
next call.” 

The busiest times in control 
rooms are from 8am to 10pm and 
teams are expected to answer 
90 per cent of what they call ‘9s 
calls’ within 10 seconds and 90 
per cent of 101 calls within 40 
seconds. 

There is never a moment to 
switch off. 

Being the first point of contact 
before any officers are mobilised 
or sent out to respond, the call 
handlers need to remain calm, 
and get as much detail about lo¬ 
cations, injured people and po¬ 
tential dangers as they can. 

That is why the call handlers 
ask as many questions as possi¬ 
ble, which they can then use to 
assess how dangerous a situation 
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day’s an emergency

is and what type of response 
is required. 

They are also urged to keep 
the caller on the line for as 
long as possible, until an of¬ 
ficer arrives at the scene. 

Police enquiry centre op¬ 
erator Angela Simmons has 
been there for a decade. 

The 52-year-old said what 
keeps her motivated was go¬ 
ing home knowing that she 
had helped people. 

She added: “You get the 
beep in your ear and you do 
not know what it is. It could 


be someone screaming. 

“It’s very challenging, it’s 
very rewarding. You could 
something simple like a car 
has been abandoned or you 
could get a 999 call saying 
someone has been really se¬ 
riously injured or hurt. It 
keeps you very interested. 

“It’s not like any other job 
you could ever do. You have 
to also be alert.” 

One member of staff said 
she remembered a caller 
hiding from an intruder un¬ 
der a bed in a house, where 


they had to wait and hear the 
sounds of what was happen¬ 
ing, before it was safe for the 
caller to speak. 

Call handler Katie Hear- 
mon, 27, said she had been 
on the phone to a caller for 
about an hour in one in¬ 
stance. 

She added: “If it’s quite a 
serious call, you can feel the 
adrenaline get going.” 

Calls which come into the 
contact centre are assessed 
to see how quickly the force 
should respond. 


The enquiry is then sent on 
to control rooms in Abing¬ 
don and Milton Keynes, who 
will mobilise a response, or 
arrange for officers to go out 
if an immediate response is 
not needed. 

Call handlers can also start 
crime reports and add to ex¬ 
isting crime reports which 
are then passed on to officers 
to investigate. 

The entire Contact Man¬ 
agement department has 
about 1,200 staff spread 
across a number of sites.

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Taboo’ preventing people from 
getting bowel cancer screening

Healthcare expert calls 
for over 55s to take time 
out for simple check up 

LONG work hours and the ‘ta¬ 
boo’ nature of the subject are 
stopping people undergoing 
life-saving bowel cancer screen¬ 
ing, doctors have said. 

A team at the John Radcliffe and 
Horton General Hospitals is calling 
on all patients aged over 55 to take 
up their offer of a test as part of 
Bowel Cancer Awareness Month. 

But just 60 per cent of people in 
Oxfordshire are regularly using the 
old method of testing, and a new 
type of screening established in 
2015 has just a 45 per cent uptake. 

Bowel cancer is the second most 
common cause of cancer death in 
the UK and is diagnosed in more 
than 41,500 people every year. 

Terry Tran-Nguyen, manager of 
the hospitals trust’s bowel cancer 
screening programme, said: “The 
early stages of bowel cancer are 
usually asymptomatic. 

“You are unlikely to notice any¬ 
thing. When you start experiencing 
symptoms you’re already in the late 
stages and it may spread to other 
organs. 

“Prognosis is much better if we 
diagnose bowel cancer in the early 
stages.”

Traditionally people aged 60 and 
over are invited to take a Fecal Oc¬ 
cult Blood Test (FOBT), which looks 
for traces of blood in faeces, every 


two years. The new Bowel Scope 
Screening Test is currently being 
rolled out across the NHS and sees 
all those aged 55 and over invited 
for a 20-minute test with a sigmoido¬ 
scope, a bendy tube with a light and 
a camera on the end, to look inside 
the bowel to find and remove polyps 


which could turn into cancer. 

Despite the effectiveness of the 
test, which can reduce deaths by 
up to 43 per cent, less than half of 
those offered it are currently at¬ 
tending the JR for treatment. 

Mr Tran-Nguyen said: “With 
FOBT, it requires you to take a poo 


sample, which culturally can be a 
bit of a taboo thing to do. 

“Also it might be down to people 
just not understanding or having 
the time. 

“With the new programme the, 
most people are still in the work¬ 
force so it’s more challenging to 
take an afternoon to come into hos¬ 
pital and test. 

“No-one likes an invasive test that 
they don’t have any symptoms for, 
but actually it’s more comfortable 
than people anticipate.” 

Among those to undergo the 
new test since its launch is Sergei 
Dudarev, 55, a visiting professor at 
Oxford University. 

He said: “They discovered a slight 
abnormality so I had a small opera¬ 
tion to remove it. Once removed, 
it showed it contained malignant 
cells. 

“This was so unexpected as I had 
been feeling fine in every respect. 
Within two weeks of the operation I 
was able to do gardening and within 
a month travel overseas. 

“The successful outcome of my 
case was entirely due to the early 
detection and diagnosis. The screen¬ 
ing programme is certainly worth 
investing an afternoon of your time 
to ensure a long and happy life for 
many years to come.”

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Surgeries on ‘brink of collapse’ 


Experts warn system in 
intensive care after bid 
for extra cash rejected

DOCTORS and surgeries are on 
the ‘brink of collapse’ after Ox¬ 
fordshire lost out on millions of 
pounds in extra funding to pro¬ 
tect the future of GP practices. 

Experts have warned that the 
system is at the ‘11th hour’ amid 
increased pressure and a lack of 
funding. 

It comes as the county’s health 
bosses were granted £2m of the 
£50m they asked for to expand and 
maintain surgeries. 

Retired partner at Abingdon Sur¬ 
gery and current Oxfordshire Lo¬ 
cal Medical Committee chairman 
Dr Prit Buttar, right, said last night 
that the crisis would worsen. 

He added: “We are not drinking at 
the last-chance saloon anymore, it 
is time to pay the barman. 

“The dominoes are lined up and 
we are going to fall, we are on the 
brink of collapse. 

“General practice has been abused 
by cynical politicians in their quest 
for a few headlines. 

“I cannot help but think that it 
is only when general practice has 
gone and it has been replaced by a 
more expensive and less efficient 
system that people will realise what 
they have lost out on.” 

In a scathing letter, seen by the

Banbury Cake, the chairwoman of 
the county council’s health over¬ 
view committee expressed ‘grave 
concerns’ over the lack of money. 

The county’s health body, the Ox¬ 
fordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group, applied to NHS England for 
funding to expand and maintain 21 
surgeries including some in Oxford 
city centre. 

But it was only given £2m to be 
spent on seven GP practices includ¬ 
ing Malthouse surgery in Abing¬ 
don, Deddington Health Centre and 
Hightown surgery in the Longford 
Park development, in Banbury.

In the letter to Health Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt, Oxfordshire County 
Councillor Yvonne Constance urges 
him to ‘review the level of funding’ 
for primary care and general prac¬ 
tice. 

She says that the problems have 
led to the closure of several prac¬ 
tices in the county which has had a 
‘detrimental impact’ and increases 
pressure on other surgeries. 

She wrote: “In addition, the CCG 
is hampered by the lack of funding 
from NHS England to invest in the 
expansion and development of GP 
premises.

“Because of this, a planned expan¬ 
sion of the Wantage Health Centre 
has been denied just as 5,000 new 
homes are being built nearby, bring¬ 
ing an extra 12,000 residents to the 
local area in need of GP services.” 

Dr Matthew Cheetham, a partner 
at Summertown Health Centre for 
more than 10 years, said funding 
was vital to help safeguard the fu¬ 
ture of general practice. 

He said: “In the last 10 years pri¬ 
mary care has been allocated just 
7.9 per cent of the overall NHS 
budget even though general prac¬ 
tice and primary care is responsible 


for 90 per cent of patient contact, 
this is a huge mismatch. 

“If we were to receive more of 
that budget we could do so much 
more for patients. 

“We will be able to have better 
buildings, ours for example used to 
be an old school and it is not fit for 
purpose for the 21st century, we are 
bursting at the seams. 

“If we had more staff and more 
space we could offer more appoint¬ 
ments and ease the burden on A&E 
departments.” 

The CCG would not disclose the 
names of the 14 surgeries that lost 
out on funding. 

Clinical chairman of the CCG Dr 
Joe McManners said the lack of 
funding was disappointing. 

He added: “I don’t want patients 
to worry that the unsuccessful bids 
will mean surgeries can’t operate. 

“These bids were to look to the fu¬ 
ture of the surgeries. 

“We will apply for another round 
of funding next year and in the 
meantime we will be speaking to de¬ 
velopers about securing Section 106 
money to improve facilities.” 

NHS England said Oxfordshire 
CCG’s 21 bids were were considered 
along with 110 bids by other CCGs 
in the South Central area. 

A spokesman added: “NHS Eng¬ 
land contacted Oxfordshire CCG 
and asked them to review and re¬ 
affirm the list of priority schemes. 

“The outcome was disappointing 
for a number of CCGs and practices 
in the South Central area.” 

The Department of Health has ac¬ 
knowledged the committee’s letter 
and said it would respond.

THEIR FINEST (12A, 117 mins)

IT’S tally ho and chocks away 
to a tumultuous period when 
upper lips were jolly stiff and 
women on the home front 
actively served the bomb- 
ravaged nation. 

Based on Lissa Evans’ novel 
Their Finest Hour And A 
Half, Lone Scherfig’s wartime 
comedy drafts frothy drama 
and heart-tugging romance 
from its largely British cast. 

Inveterate scene-stealer Bill 
Nighy delivers another 
masterclass in deadpan 
delivery and arched eyebrows 
as a one-time screen idol, 
whose glory days are far 
behind him. 

Gemma Arterton is a 
delightful foil, banging a 
drum for gender equality in 
the face of chauvinist 
condescension, with sterling 
support from the likes of 
Richard E Grant, Helen 
McCrory, Eddie Marsan and 
Jeremy Irons. 

The script, penned by Gaby 
Chiappe, maintains a brisk 
pace and a light tone despite 
the grim historical backdrop, 


celebrating the power of 
cinema to dispel the gloom 
during the Second World War. 

“Films: real life with the 
boring bits cut out,” pithily 
professes one crew member. 

Their Finest largely 
observes these sage words 
and only permits reality to 
bite in closing frames when 
the devastation of the Blitz 
takes its toll on the key 
figures. 

When her painter husband 
Ellis (Jack Huston) fails to 
sell his canvasses, Catrin 
Cole (Arterton) takes a paid 
position as a secretary at the 
British Ministry of 
Information, which produces 
propaganda to buoy the 


nation’s spirits. 

Roger Swain (Grant) heads 
up the film division and he 
entreats scriptwriters Tom 
Buckley (Sam Claflin) and 
Raymond Parfitt (Paul Ritter) 
to unearth a true story of 
wartime heroism that 
embodies “authenticity with 
optimism” and can be 
immortalised on celluloid. 

The real-life rescue of 
wounded British soldiers 
from the beaches of Dunkirk 
by twin sisters using their 
father’s boat is just the ticket. 

Catrin is asked to pen the 
female characters’ dialogue - 
dismissively referred to as 
“the slop” - and she toils 
alongside Tom and Raymond 


to give voice to the sisters. 

Before production 
commences, a pompous 
cabinet minister (Irons) 
insists the script should 
include an American 
character in order to 
persuade the United States to 
join the Allied assault. 

Thus, handsome airman 
Carl Lundbeck (Jake Lacy), 
who is more wooden than the 
studio sets, is cast alongside 
ageing theatrical ham 
Ambrose Hilliard (Nighy) on 
a shoot that sparks forbidden 
romance and mutual respect 
between Catrin and Tom. 

Their Finest is a sweet and 
charming confection with a 
full conscription of reliable 
cliches to keep the cinematic 
fires burning. 

Arterton and Claflin kindle 
a spiky on-screen romance, 
conflicted about their 
feelings for each other until a 
supporting character 
observes, “When life is so 
precious, it seems an awful 
shame to waste it.” 

Period detail is solid 
throughout and director 
Scherfig makes light work of 
the two-hour running time. 

An exceedingly fine affair.

THE Legacy by Yrsa Sigurdar- 
dottir, priced £14.99 (ebook 
£9.99). 

The Legacy is the first in a new 
crime series from Yrsa Sigurd- 
ardottir, author of the Thora 
Gudmundsdottir books. Newly 
promoted, out-of-his-depth 
detective Huldar is struggling 
to solve the murder of Elisa. 
The only witness is her seven- 
year-old daughter Margret, 
who was hiding under the 
bed when the killer struck. But 
she's traumatised and won't 
say anything. Freyja, a psy¬ 
chologist from the Children's 
House, is called in to help. The 
killer is leaving strange clues in 
the form of cryptic text mes¬ 
sages and strings of random 
numbers. Can they keep 
Margret safe and crack the 
code before he strikes again? 
This is another tour de force 
from Sigurdardottir and is sure 
to cement her reputation as 
the queen of Nordic noir. A 
cracking read that will keep 
you guessing until the very last 
page.

White Tears by Hari Kunzru, 
priced £14.99 (ebook £8.99). 
Hari Kunzru's tale of white 
appropriation of black music 
in the US, that develops into a 
ghost story linked to Depres¬ 
sion-era racism, is beautifully 
vivid, with the author making 


the bleakest scenes fizz with 
life (and death). But this 
expert literary scene painting 
is married to a disappointingly 
obvious storyline - privileged 
young white musicians (one 
of them stinking rich) who are 
searching for 'authenticity', in 
this case in the obscure world 
of 1930s Delta blues. The para¬ 
normal element of this ghost 
story is well done, but not chill¬ 
ing, if that's what you want. A 
story about cultural identity is 
very much on trend, but White 
Tears doesn't quite nail it.

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Different paths in the education sector 


IF YOU want to want to work 
in the education sector but 
don’t want to be a teacher 
there are plenty of alternative 
opportunities available: 

Teaching assistants support learning 
activities in schools and nurseries. They 
work with individual children or groups of 
pupils. Their role is to both support 
pupils and carry out duties that help to 
free up teachers’ time such as preparing 
the classroom for lessons. Starting 
salaries for TAs are between £11,000 
and £15,000. Higher level TAs can earn 
between £21,000 and £25,000. You 
don’t need a degree to become a 
teaching assistant, however you could 
choose to gain a teaching assistant 
qualification from an approved awarding 


body 

Learning mentors work with pupils that 
need extra support to overcome barriers 
to their learning. They are based primarily 
in schools but can also work with families 
and in the wider community Some also 
work in offender learning and with adult 
learners within the education system. 
Work could include advising parents on 
parenting skills, drawing up action plans 
with learners, providing group activities 
such as anger management sessions 
and monitoring the punctuality and 
attendance of learners. Some posts 
require a degree and experience of 
working with vulnerable young people. 
Others need a GCSE in Maths and 
English. Starting salaries are in the 
region of £15,000 to £18,000. 

The role of a community education 


officer is to help organise and promote 
participation in local education or 
training opportunities. You could be 
based within diverse communities in 
venues such as community centres, 
children’s centres, libraries and 
churches. Within the voluntary sector 
salaries may start at around £18,000. In 
the public sector they could range from 
£23,500 to £28,000. 

Educational administrators organise 
and manage the administration, support 
systems and activities that keep an 
educational institution running smoothly. 
They are often based in higher education 
establishments, however are also 
employed in schools and colleges. 
Salaries start from £17,000 to £26,000 
and with experience you could earn 
up to £35,000.
